SEQUEL TO COUNTY CORK 
SHOOTING, 


REMARKABLE COURT 
STORY. 


At Mallow District Court yesterday, before 
Justice Gallagher, there was a sequel to the 
ambush of Mr. Thomas O’Carroll at Cahirmee 
House on September 28 last. There were 
two cases down for hearing. 

The first case was that in which Timoth 
Mullane, whose address was yiven as ch 
Hill, Mallow, was charged with having at 
Cahirmee on September 28, 1927, attempted 
to murder Thomas Carroll by firing two 
shots at him from a shotgun. 

Mr. D. Casey, Stat» Solicitor, said that in 
the year 1922 Mr. Anthony Carroll, solicitor, 
was kidnapped, and in March, 1926, he ob- 
tained a verdict for damages against a man 
named Maurice O’Brien, who was under 
arrest on a separate charge in connection 
with the present. proceedings. 

Certain property belonging to O'Brien was 
seized by the Sheriff, and was sold at the 
Sheriff's sale. It was purchased by Mr. 
Thomas Carroll, a brother of Mr. Anthony 


Carroll 
SERIOUSLY WOUNDED. 

Mr, Carroll was seriously wounded on the 
occasion of the shooting. Accused man 
afterwards ran across a field from the scene 
of the crime, but Civic Guards made in- 
quires and traced him te London, and 
arrested him there. 
Detective-Inspector O'Sullivan, Cork, pro: 
duced sketches of the district where the 
shooting took lace. One of the gate pillars 
outside Mr. Carroll's house had forty-two 
impressions, as if caused by grains of shot. 

double-barrel shot gun was found on 
September 28 some distance from where Mr. 
Carroll was shot It contained two spent 
cartridges and was rusty. 

Witness added that that morning he 
travelled with accused man m a motor car 
from Cork to Mallow, and he made a volun- 
tary statement. 

Mr. Russell, solicitor, objected to its ad- 
mission on the ground that it was obtained 
hy representation and inducements made by 
the Civie Guards. 

The District Justice said that he 
admit it, subject to the objection. 

Witness then stated that on the way to 
Mallow that. morning the accused man said 
to him: “ You wont be too hard on me, will 
you?” He replied: “I told you over and 
over. again Í can’t maxe you any promise. ' 
Accused man then said: “IT heard over in 
London he was dead] It was an awful thing 
to fire at a man without having anvthing 
against him. J did not sleep a wink the 
night after. and but for the trouble with the 
girl T would have given myself up.”’ 

A STATEMENT. 
Detective-Sergeant McDonald, Mallow, 
produced a voluntary statement made to him 
by the accused man. There was no induce- 
ment, threat, or promise. 

Mr. Russell objected to the admission of 
the statement. 
The District Justice ruled that the state- 
ment was admissible. He would record. Mr. 
Russell’s objection. 

In the course of the statement the accused 
man said :—' I went to Carroll's gate on fair 


would 


morning, and waited for Mr. Carroll, and 
fired two shots at him. I did not take any 
aim at him, or anything, but fired in his 
direction, . . . Maurice O’Brien drove his pony 
to Cahirmee, taking the gun and myself to 
Carroll’s gate two nights before the fair. 
He stopped a bit above that gate, and got 
inside the fence, taking the gun, and showing 
me where he was hiding it. He then showed 
me where to wait for Carroll, and said to 
wait there, and I would get him all right. .. . 
I slept at O’Brien’s house the night of the 
Mallow races. He called me the following 
morning. I got up, and he gave me some old 
clothes to go and meet Carroll. He then 
gave me some whiskey to drink. He also 
gave me half a pint to take with me, and told 
me to keep drinking it. That night O’Brien 
gave me £15, and told me to get away 
quickly. I left on the following day for 
London, taking my girl with me.”’ 
Witness said that he read over the state- 
ment for the accused man, who signed it. 
Witness actually had the accused man under 
arrest for an unpaid fine. 
THE SECOND CASE. 

Mr. Casey intimated it would be impossible 
to finish the case at that sitting, and he pro- 
posed ta have it deferred for the present, so 
that the case against the other accused man, 
O’Brien, could he taken. He intended to 
call Mullane as his first witness in the case. 
Mr. Russell objected to the cajling of his 
chent in such a case. Any evidence given 
by Mullane might incriminate him. 
Maurice O’Brien, Ivonmines, Mallow, was 
charged with having, on various dates last 
September, unlawfully incited Timothy Mul- 
lane to kill and murder Thomas Carroll. 
When the charge was read out the defen- 
dant said: ‘‘It is absolutely ridiculous. I 
know nothing at all about it.”’ 
Mullane then gave his evidence, in the 
course of which he said: “ TIT fired two shots 
towards the gate and ran away.” He added 
that he had nearly half a pint of whiskey 
taken when Mr. Carroll arrived at the gate 
that morning. Afterwards he went to see 
t' . aecused man, who asked witness did he 
see Mr. Carroll, and witness replied that he 
did not know, | 

“I AM VERY SORRY.” 
He took no aim at him, and after firing he 
ran away. Accused man told him that the 
Guards had been with him. He gave witness 
£15 and told him to go away. ‘‘I am very 
sorry for doing it,” the witness concluded, 
“and it was through drink I did it.” 
The proceedings were adjourned till Satur- 
day.

OPPOSITION TO DUTY ON 


WOOLLENS. 


ENGLISH FIRMS 


The Tariff Commission, sitting at 34 
Molesworth street, Dublin, yesterday, re- 
sumed the consideration of the application 
of the Irish Woollen and Worsted Manu- 
facturers’ Association for the imposition 
of a Customs duty of 25 per cent. 
ad valorem on all imported woollen, part 
woollen worsted, or part worsted tissues, 
weighing seven ounces per square yard 
and upwards. 

Evidence in opposition to the applica- 
tion was given by several interested 
Associations. 

Among the points made were the follow- 
ing :— 

That there are thirty-four manufac- 
turers of men’s wearing apparel in the 
Free State, and nineteen of these came 
into existence since the imposition of the 
15 per cent, tariff on imported clothing. 

The price of ready-made clothing had 
not increased since the tariff, but was 
steadily going down. | 

The British manufacturers were selling 
in the Free State at from 7} to 10 per 
cent. helow their prices for the same 
goods in their own home market. | 

Up to 90 per cent. of the cloth used in 
Irish factories was imported from York- 
shire, 

The average wage paid by the Irish 
firms was 7id. an hour, which was jd. 
higher’ than in Great Britain, and jd. 
above the Belfast rate i 

That there has been a considerable in- 
crease in the trade in Irish-made caps 
since the 15 per cent, tariff was im- 
posed, The tariff brought down the 
price of caps in this country. 

Why exactly do you oppose the applica- 
tion? Professor Whelehan, Chairman, 
asked a witness, and the latter replied: 
Because we do not believe that the Irish 
manufacturer can economically produce 
all the present-day requirements. 


THE “ READY-MADE ” 
TRADE.

EMPLOYES: WAGES 
£156,000 A YEAR. 

Evidence in opposition to the application 
was submitted by the Irish Free State Whole- 
sale Clothiers’ Association, represented by 
Messrs. W. P. Callanan, of the ©. and B. 
Clothing Co., Lower Bridge street, Dublin; 
Patrick Hannan, Limerick; James Nesbitt, 
Leinster Manufacturing Co., Dublin; William 
Dwyer, of Messrs. T. Lyons and Co., Cork. 

Mr. Callanan, Chairman of the Association, 
was the first witness for the Wholesale 
Clothiers. He stated, in reply to Mr. Thomas 
Goodall, accountant, Cork, «i was in charge 
of the Association’s case, that, at present, 
there are thirty-four manufacturers of men’s 
wearing apparel in the Free State. Of those 
nineteen came into existence since the im- 
positionsof the fifteen per cent. tariff on im- 
ported clothing two years ago. The price of 
readymade clothing had not increased since 
the tariff; but, on the contrary, was steadily 
going down. The British manufacturers were 
selling in the Free State at from 74 to 10 per 
cent. below their prices for the same goods 
in their own home market. The Irish fac- 
tories were turning out men’s suits of good 
material and workmanship for 23s, 6d. The 
actual price of the material used in that suit

CLOTH FROM YORKSHIRE. 

Up to ninety per cent. of the cloth used 
by them was imported from Yorkshire. It 
was calculated that 22,000 persons are now 
employed full time in the readymade trade, 
and the wages paid to them amounts to 
£156,000 a year. The value of the output 
a £650,000, and that was increasing every 
ay. 

Chairman—How do you account for the 
continued large importations of readymade 
clothing in spite of the 15 per cent. tariff ?!— 
It is hard to account for it: but I believe 
that there is a large increase in the annual 
incoming of readymade clothing since the 
tariff was put on in 1925. The English manv- 
facturers, in order to get over the tariff wall, 
are selling here at from 74 to 10 per cent. 
below their home prices, 

In reply to further questions by the Chair- 
man, the witness stated that there was no 
reason why all the readymade clothing re- 
quired vould not be made in this country. 
The Irish manufacturers had been very suc- 
cessful since the tariff in capturing the home 
market. It could not, however, al] be done 
in & year or two; but they hoped eventually 
to have the whole of the Irish trade. The 
average wage paid by the Irish firms was 
74d. an hour, which was 3d. higher than in 
Great Britain, and id. above the Belfast rate. 
Their cost for making and trimming was 10s. 
6d. the suit, as against 9s. 6d. on the other 
side of the water. The cost of the trimmings 
was greater here than in Great Britain; along 
with that, the Irish firms in the trade had to 
train their workers, who could not be ex- 
pe to give the output oí the experienced 
ands in Great Britain. 


THE MULTIPLE SHOPS. 

If the tariff applied for were put on it 
would mean that the suit made by them out 
of cloth at 4s. or 4s. ód. a yard as‘ at present 
would cost them 26s. 9d., while the cost to 
their importing competitors would be 25s. 
10d. The effect would be that the readymade 
manufacturers could not maintain their pre- 
sent advantage in the Irish market unless the 
tariff on imported clothing were raised from 
the existing 15 per cent. to 30 per cent. 

Chairman—Do you use any cheaper cloth 
than 4s. a yard? 

Mr. Callanan—Not for men’s suits. The 
cheapest material is used for boys’ suits, 

Chairman—Could you tell us what is the 
practice with regard to the multiple shops 
in the trade of supplying suits? 

Mr, Callanan—They take the order and 
the measurement, and send it to the other 
side, where the swit is cut out and basted up. 
It is sent back here for fitting on, and then 
returned to. England for finishing. The 
growing practice of country traders is to send 
the orders to the Dublin manufacturers, 

Tn another statement witness said that the 
Irish mills do not produce the grey and white 
flannels used in the tailoring trade, and the 
he es of which ran from 1s, ód. to ós. a yard. 

ennis flannels at 1s. 6d. a yard contained 
about fifty per cent. of wool, and the six- 
shilling article was all wool. 

Chatrman—Is it your experience that the 
tariff on imported clothing a increased the 
cost. to the actual wearers ’ 

Mr. Callanan—No sir, Since the tariff was 
put on the cost of the goods we are making 
is gradually coming down. Even at the 
beginning, before we got into full working 
arder there was no increase. 

He submitted the figures of the imports of 
ready-made clothing before and after the 
tariff as follows :— 


In his opinion the reduction was brought 
about by the tariff. The present-day tendency 
was away from tailor-made an towards 
ready-made suits. The latter are welh made 
and cheaper. His firm was selling wholesale 
to traders in the country high-class serge 
and tweed suits at 70s., and equal to any- 
thing that was imported Some of those suits 
woul be. of Irish cloth, 

QUALITY OF IRISH CLOTH. 
Chairman—Do you find that the Irish cloth 
is for pattern, design, texture and the other 
details as satisfactory as the imported cloth’ 

Mr. Callanan—Taking this year I should 
say that, in my opinion, they are turning 
out good wearable cloths of good pattern; 
hut their prices are from 74 to 10 per cent. 
over the English prices. There is undoubtedly 
an improvement in the Irish cloth, but un- 
brs ee | the purchasers will not ask 
whether it is Irish or not. 

Professor Whelehan—lIt is stated that for

you, who are in the trade, that it is still 
possible to produce a 2ós. 6d. suit ol Irish 
material which in wearing properties would 
be far superior to the suit of British material. 
Mr, Callanan-—Superior in wearing pro- 
perties only. Further on the witness gave 
it as his opinion that the Irish cloth manu- 
facturers were making a desperate effort to 
sell their products. 


IRISH MADE CAPS. 

Mr. John Toomey, representing Messrs. 
Jonathan Richards «nd Company, cap manu- 
facturers, Mervhant’s quay, Dublin, gave 
evidence that his firm used a great deal of 
tweeds in the manufacture of caps. he 
main thing that mattered in the selling of 
caps was fancy design. Two yéars ago he 
gave some of the Irish manufacturers sampl-+s 
of the cloth he required, and although they 
made a good attempt to ccpy the paiterus 
they were not able to get near the York 
shire article. For that reason he abandoned 
the attempt to use Irish cloth. For the 
cheaper lines of caps he could not get Irish 
cloth at all, and for the better qualities, 
while the price might be satisfactory, the 
designs would not suit. . The price of the 
cloth for the cheaper caps was Is. 4d. a 
yard, which, he believed, was far lower than 
anything made in Ireland. There had been 
a considerable increase in the trade in Irish 
made caps since the fifteen per cent. tariff 
had been imposed. More hands had been 
employed, and new factories started. 

Chairman—Has the trade been doubled? 

Vitness—Mmore than that; I should say 
trebled or quadrupled. 

Chairman—Has the price to the actual pur- 
chaser been increased? 

Witness—No. The feature about the 
tariff was that it actually brought down the 
price of caps in this country. 

Mr. Goodall—In the event of a 25 per cent. 
tariff on imported cheap cloths, what posi- 
tion would your industry be in? 

Witness—We should be in a much worse 
position than before we got the tariff to help 
the industry. 

[In reply to Professor Whelehan, he stated 
that, even had they got sufficient support at 
home for their manufactures, a tariff would 
still have been necessary, because very cheap 
stuff was being dumped in by the Man- 
chester manufacturers. 

Frofessor Whelehan—So you do not agree 
that tariffs always send up the price? 

Witness—I do not. 

Professor Whelehan—Do you think that 
every extra employé in the tariff, protected 
cap industry costs the State £230 a year? 
I do not. 

Mr. Hannan, of Limerick, was examined 
in camera as to certain aspects of the trade. 


DISTRIBUTIVE TRADES. 

The Commission next had evidence against 
the proposed tariff from the Woollen Dis- 
tributive Trades’ Protective Association and 
the Irish Merchant Tailors’ Association. 
Those organisations were represented by 

Messrs, P. J. O'Sullivan, T. Lyons and Company, 
Cork; M. 8S. Fitzgibbon. John McBirney and Com- 
pony, Limerick; John O'Connor, I. Ellis and Com- 
pany, Dublin; William Stranks, J. W. Dowden 
and Company, Limited, Cork; F. Wigglesworth, 
John G. Hardy, London: Peter Stewart. Pim 
Bros... Limited, Dublin: George MeNilty, Ferrier, 
Pollock and Company, Dublin; J. H. Daniels, 
Daniels and Sons, Cork; Frederick Thompson, A. 
and F. Thompson, Dublin; and Mr. R. J. Kidney, 
Setretary of the Distributive Trades’ Association. 

Mr. John O'Connor, in the course of his 
statement, said that he represented a firm 
of wholesale woollen merchants, and had had 
considerable experience in charge of the ware- 
house in two Irish woollen mills. About 10 
per cent, of the stock carried by his firm 
was of Irish manufacture, and for that they 
had very little demand from their customers. 
He believed that the reason was that the 
Trish manufacturers did not meet the present- 
day requirements in range, quality, and 
design. In that room he saw a collection 
of patterns on view, and the members of the 
Commission could see for themselves that the 
patterns represented two distinct classes of 
material, Whether intentionally or not, the 
patterns were exhibited by one maker, which 
was characteristic of the Irish woollen manu- 
facturer, ‘When you have seen one you 
have seen the lot.” The collection had 
nothing to show in way of cloth for 
overcoats. 

A representative of Messrs: Morrow, of 
Cork, explained that the patterns were sent 
in by his firm. Thev had been taken from 
the samples of one of their travellers in 
Dublin just as he had them for sale, and 
were not intended as an exhibition of their 
whole production. The full. sample ranges of 
their mill would be put before the Commis- 
sion. 


the 


IRISH CLOTH INFERIOR, 

Mr. O'Connor, continuing, said that they 
had asked two Irish mills for samples of this 
year's overcoatings, and there was only one 
out of the lot that they could select. Their 
travellers had been pushing its sale in the 
Free State since last September, and lad 
not been able to dispose of one yard. ‘the 
reason was that the cloth did not appeal to 
the public. 

In reply to the Chairman, he stated that 
the Irish cloth was inferior to the English 
in what was known in the trade as the 
“handle,” in other words, the 
sb. It was a result brought 
about by the raw material, and the methods 
right through the whole process of cloth pro- 
duction, Taking a standard cloth, say, a six- 
teen or seventeen-ounce fancy worsted, the 
difference in the prices of Irish and English 
was ls. to 1s. 6d. a yard against the Irish, 
which was also behind in quality, texture and 
finish. 

Chairman—It is not only dearer, but in- 
ferior in general quality and finish? 

Witness—Yes, and this season there has 
been a demand for cloths of that particular 
kind. In the manufacture of blue serges, the 
Irish mills are entirely out of it. 

Continuing, he stated that the Irish manu. 
facturer excelled in the production of the 
machine-made homespun, generally known as 
“‘thornproof.”” He had seen English cloth 
of the same character, and, in his opinion, 
the Irish was superior in every way, includ- 
ing price. He believed that the Irish manu- 
facturers are not able to make al! the cloths 
required at the present time and he proficient 
in each and every one of them. The range is 
too great for the equipment of the mills. The 
Scottish manufacturers were doing well, be- 
cause they had specialised in cheviots, tweeds 
of a sporting character which their English 
rivals could not make. The great set-back to 
the woollen industry in Ireland was that the 
mills did not specialise, hut tried to cover too 
wide a range of production. The wholesaler 
got no redress from the Irish manufacturer 
when cloth was found faulty, while the 
English cloth was examined by specialists be- 
fore being sent out. The rule in the trade 
was that an extra quarter of a yard was 
allowed for each fault in the piece, but the 
Irish maker allowed nothing. 


THE LONG “~EDIT TRADE. 

Mr. O'Connor, speaking on another aspect 
of the subject, said that the Irish manv- 
facturer fixed the price that the wholesaler 
must sell at. Then the manufacturers sold to 
the shops in the country towns in competition 
with the wholesalers, and in some cases at a 
lower price. The Trish manufacturers have 
the cream of the aceounts in the country, and 
the only trade left to the wholesaler was the 
long credit trade. In addition to that, many 
merchant tailors, especially in Dublin, gave 
the preference to cross-Channel wholesale 
houses, If the entire distribution were in the 
hands of the Irish wholesalers it would be 
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hetter for the industry, whose products would 
be advertised as they are not now. 

The witness, under a _ searching cross- 
examination by Professor Whelehan, admitted 
that in the class of cloths made by them the 
Irish manufacturers were able to fully meet 
the demands of customers in shape, design 
and quality. He gave a list of classes of 
cloth that they do not make. 

Professor Whelehan—Would the fact 
the mills have been going direet to 
customers have anything to do with the atti- 
tude taken up by your association in regard 
to this application for a tariff? 

Mr. O’Connor—None whatever; we are 
going solely on the merits of the question, 

Professor Whelehan—Why exactly do you 
oppose the application? 

Mr. O’Connor—Because we do not believe 
that the Irish manufacturers can economically 
produce all the present-day requirements. 

Professor Whelehan—Have you anything 
more than your belief that they cannot do so? 

Mr. O’Connor—If they are going to make 
all that is required, they will have to get in 
modern machinery and import skilled workers. 
This is a particularly new line of industry, in 
which they have no practical experience. In 
his own line, the Irish manufacturer can pro- 
duce things which command attention not 
only here, but in other parts of the world 

Professor Whelehan—So vou consider that 
in his present lines the Irish manufacturer is 
efficient. 

Mr. O'Connor- -Undoubtedly, he is efficient

In reply to a further question by Tr 
Hincheliff, he stated that there was a big 
demand in the Colonies fov 
proof” cloths, and that was, in his opinion, 
a market that had been neglected by ti 
Irish manufacturers.’ 

Mr. P. J. O'Sullivan, buyer for Messrs. 
Lyons and Co., Cork, stated in his eviderrce 
that one-third of his firm’s purchases of 
cloth were Irish manufacture. That was a 
much smaller proportion than formerly. Be- 
fore the war their trade in suitings was 
virtually all Irish cloths, and the English 
manufactures would hardly be looked at. 
After the war money was more scarce, and 
fashions changed, and the English matufac- 
turers captured the IM*h trade with the 
cheap cloth and fancy worsteds and whip- 
cords. The Irish cloths remained dearer, and 
so the English held the market. There had 
undoubtedly been an improvement in the 
Irish patterns within the past two years, and 
he believed that the Irish manufacturers 
could get back their position in the home 
market if they minded their business and 
went in for specialisation. The Irish cloths 
were all-round inferior to the English. There 
was virtually no demand for homespuns. In 
a few places, of which Killarney was one, 
customers would have nothing but Irish 
material. The percentage of faulty work- 
manship in the Irish goods was much higher 
than in the English. 

IRISH AND ENGLISH CLOTHS. 

In his opinion, there was no such thing as 
the dumping of Irish cloth into this country. 
Some of the designs of Irish manufacture 
were supplied only to London wholesale 
houses, and that was one of the reasons whv 
those wholesalers were able to sell Irish 
goods to the Dublin tailors,

BABIES TO BE VACCINATED 
HENCEFORWARD. 

Wexford Board of Health, under threat 
of a mandamus from the Ministry of Local 
Government and Public Health, decided on 
Monday, by five votes to two, to enforce 
vaccination in the case of all children born 

during the present quarter, 
r. Jordan, T.D., said that he raised the 
matter in the Dail as forcibly as he could,

He was the 
only member of the Board who ever saw 
smallj@x, and he knew if one case occurred 
it might spread to thousands. The concien- 
tious clause in the Vaccination Act in Eng- 
land was only a dirty piece of cowardice to 
catch voter. 

DEATH OF VACCINATED CHILD. 

At the renuest of members. a letter was 
read from Dr. Anglim, medical officer. Bally- 
regan, Tagaat, in which he reported the 
death of a child after vaccination. The child's 
vaccinated arm stuck to the blanket of his 
bed and septic matter got into the wound 
causing blood poisoning, from which he died 
after a prolonged illness. 

Some members of the Board considered 
that this incident was an argument against 
vaccination, but the others held that death 
was caused by an accident.

THE TRUST DEED. 

Continuing, counsel referred to the trust 
deed, which, he said, contained all the state- 
ments set out in the prospectus. Tt would 
have been a serious matter if the trust deed 
was at variance with the staternents in the 
prospectus; but there was no such allegation. 
In fact, the trust deed bore out and contained 
all the provisions which the document con- 
tained. It was well known that a trust deed 
was never executed at the time of the issue 
of the prospectus, It made no difference, 
because the trust deed was executed ‘later, 
and this case now eame before his lordship 
to say whether on the plaintiff's own admis- 
sions that was a material mis-statement. 

Mr. Whitaker next dealt with the disposal 
of the proceeds of the Debenture issue, and 
asked if there was any obligation on a person 
issuing a prospectus for debentures to disclose 
the purpose for which the money was re- 
quired. Mr, Murphy, for the plaintiff, had 
argued that the defendants had deliberately 
concealed the purpose for which the money 
was required, and said that he was entitled 
io rely on concealment as much as on state- 
ments Counsel contended that there was no 
such oblieation, and went on to deal with 
Mr. Straciian’s evidence in relation to the 
work and profits of Messrs. Workman, Clark 
and Co. 

THE ASSETS. 

The old directors were paid off on January 
31, but no actual transfer of shares took 
place until some time afterwards. The evi- 
dence of Lloyds Bank representative was to 
the effect that the shares were held as 
security, and subject to the repayment of the 
loan. Messrs. Sperling were persons acting 
for the representatives of the Northumber- 
land Shipbuilding Co. That was proved 
clearly and conclusively from the  corre- 
spondence.

sion of their yards and engine works. One 
part of the prospectus, he said, seemed to 
cover the whole of this matter in a general 
way. The ordinary man wanting a safe 
investment would be attracted to debentures 
in a first-class industrial concern like Work- 
man, Clark and Co. The strongest state- 
ment in the whole prospectus was the letter 
signed by Mr. R. A. Workman It was a 
statement that coloured the whole prospectus 
from the point of view of a person reading 
it for the purpose of investing his money in 
those debentures. Mr. Workman’s letter 
dealt in detail with the assets of Workman, 
Clark, and stated in an emphatic manner 
that there were stock and physical assets

noon in the Graduates’ Memorial Building, 
The Provost was in the 


veyed a welcome to the three missionaries re- 
cently arrived from China, who were present— 
Deaconess A. J. Armstrong, Funing ; the Rev. 
W. P. W. Williams, M.A., Foéochow, and the 
Rev. J. Curtis, B.D., Funing. We should, he 
said, feel profoundly thankful that they are 
safe and well; it is surprising that they 
should have passed through such vicissitudes 
without any serious harm—bodily harm; I 
say nothing of the mental and moral anxieties 
they must uhquestionably have passed through. 
The courage they have shown must produce a 
great and lasting effect among the people 
amongst whom they have ministered, and will 
not be forgotten in China. 

The Rev. W. P. W. Williams spoke of 
the interest shown by everybody in China, 


i and the desire to find something that will 
help in a solution of the Chinese puzzle. It 
may be a comfort to those at home, he said, | 


to know that we are just as much puzzled 


as they are. Nobody can tell exactly what | 


is going to happen from day to day, or what 
direction things are going to take, or what 


the Government is going to he established.

missionaries, and in the schools and colleges | 


it is the demand of all boys and girls that 
these schools should be registeted. Every 
missionary in China wants to have our schools 
registered, and recognised by the Government, 
and working in harmony with the powers that 
be. The one aim and object is that they should 
be Christian schools, giving a liberal edu- 
cation, in a Christian atmosphere, along 
Christian dines. The terms for such recog- 
nition, which have been published and whic 
will probably have to be accepted, were 
born in an anti-Christian atmosphere, in the 
midst of an anti-Christian campaign. The 
terms are different in the different provinces 
—verv drastic in some and lenient in others. 
It is hoped that they are now being put in 
their most extreme form, and it is probable 
that more liberty will be given and the 
Christian atmosphere will hecome stronger 
and stronger.

Britain’s Example. 

The statement by Mr. Bridgeman, First 
Lord of the Admiralty, that the British 
Government proposed to curtail its pro- 
gramme of naval construction has caused 
much interest throughout the world. On 
the basis of the agreement which was 
reached at the Washington Conference five 
years ago, the British Admiralty had 
arranged this year to start the construction 
of three new cruisers. One of them was 
to have been of the 10,000 ton class, armed 
with 8-inch guns, and the other two of the 
8,000 ton class, with the same type of 
armament. Mr. Bridgeman announced in 
the House of Commons last Wednesday 
that, in view of the proceedings at the 
Geneva Conference in August, the Govern- 
ment had decided to dispense altogether 
with the 10,000 ton cruiser and to post- 
pone construction of one of the other two 
until next year, when the situation would 
be reviewed in the light of actual condi- 
tions.

The Upper Air. 


Some months ago a French airman’s 
claim to have established a world's record 
for height failed to stand the test of 
scientific inquiry. The Aviation Medicine 
School of the United States War Depart- 
ment has been conducting some tests as 
to the limits of human endurance in the 
upper air. It seems, if the method of re- 
search that was employed is trustworthy, 
that 45,000 feet, or about eight and a hall 
miles, is the limit beyond which man can- 
not ascend, even when he carries an 
apparatus for the providing of oxygen. An 
American Army balloonist already has 
reached 42,000 feet in a balloon, and 
record-breaking is so popular a pastime in 
these days that the War Department’s 
opinion will, no doubt, shortly be put to 
the proof. Atmospheric conditions at a 
height of eight or nine miles were repro- 
duced in the laboratory at Washington. 
Willing victims were placed in an air-tight 
tank, equipped with oxygen-breathing 
apparatus, and the air was pumped out 
until the pressure was as low as it becomes 
in the higher altitudes. The behaviour of 
the subjects as they performed various 
tasks was watched through glass windows, 
and when they showed signs of mental 
and physical collapse the air gradually 
was restored to normal pressure. The 
danger of high flying is that the 
effects, at first taking the form of a feel- 
ing of well-being, usually steal upon an 
airman unawares without giving him time 
to make preparations for a descent. Sug- 
gestions have been made for an air-tight 
box or an equipment something like that 
used by divers, but such contrivances 
would be tiresome in ordinary commercial 
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shall be forced to seek refuge above the 
clouds like the inhabitants of Gulliver's 
Laputa—‘“‘ an island in the air, inhabited 
by men who were able to raise or sink, 
or put it into a progressive motion, as 
they pleased.” 


Noise. 


Professor Spooner, addressing a society 
of musicians on “ Preventible Noise and 
the Thinker,’’ bewailed the damaging 
effects of irritating noise on the nervous 
system. The primary reason, he said, why 
hideous noises were tolerated so com- 
placently nowadays was that when a 
stimulus like noise was always at work it 
ceased in time to have any effect. What- 
ever contributions our age has made to 
progress, it will go down to history as the 
noisy age unless it is succeeded by an age 
yet noisier. Motor "buses make for cheap 
and rapid communication, but they break 
somewhat rudely upon the quiet and 
serenity of the countryside. Aeroplanes 
have their advantages, but it cannot 
be claimed that when a squadron is in the 
vicinity “ peace comes dropping slow.” An 
unreserved condemnation of “ jazz’’ seems 
to be a confession of obscurantism, but 
certainly modern dancing is a _ louder 
business than the minuets and valses of 
the past. To those who usually eat in 
private meals at restaurants often appear 
to be attended by a tremendous din of 
music. The battles of long ago were 
almost inaudible as compared with Jutland 
ortheSomme, It might be thought that our 
systems would get used to noises, as people 
living near the sea come to forget the 
sound of the waves; but, according to 
Professor Spooner, the effort of any work 
requiring concentrated attention is in- 
creased greatly in a noisy atmosphere, 
Fortunately, the need to abate unneces- 
sary noise already has begun to attract 
some attention. Improved road surfaces 
are toning down the roar of traffic, and the 
motorist who likes to call attention to his 
machine by the clamour of its engine is 
not encouraged by the police. It remains 
only for somebody who’ believes in ‘‘ quiet- 
ness and slow time” to start a league 
against unnecessary hooting.

MR. FRED R. TREACY’S

There is no ground for the general ex- 
tension of the hours during which 
shops may remain open, but a 
certain amount of latitude is needed 
to remove some of the anomalies and 
fe the more irksome restrictions. 
. This is reported to be the general find- 
ing of the “D.O.R.A. ” Committee, as the 
Home Office Committee which has been 
considering the working of the Shop Hours 
Act in Great Britain. 

It is stated that all the members signed 
the report, but some made reservations, 
one of which concerned the sale of sweets 
and tobacco in theatres, and another con- 
cerned the one-man shop. 

The members were impressed by the in- 
stances that were given of anomalies which 
“made evasion of the law general and 
well recognised. ’’ 


THEATRE HOURS. 

The permitting of the sale of tobacco, 
cigarettes, and sweetstuffs in the theatres 
and other places of entertainment during 
the whole of the evening performance is 
one important recommendation. At present 
the sale must cease at 9 o’clock. It is 
made clear in the report, however, that 
only those holding tickets shall be served, 
if the hours are extended, so as to prevent 
unfair competition with shops. 

Permission to sel] tobacco and cigarettes 
during the whole of the legal opening 
hours is another suggestion. Here, as in 
the case of the places of amusement, the 
view was taken that no harm could be 
done, since the premises would be kept 
open and a staff employed in any case. 


AT THE SEASIDE. 

In seaside resorts and other places where 
the trade is “ seasonal,’’ the local authori- 
ties may, with the assent of a majority of 
the traders concerned, fix a closing hour 
later than 8 o'clock, but this shall not 
apply for more than four months in a 
year. 

Safeguards against any lengthening of 
the hours of assistants are proposed. 

Newspapers are not to be sold in shops 
after 8 o'clock, but the restriction is not 
to apply to street sellers. 

The exemption at present given to 
vendors of ready-cooked foods, the Com- 
mittee suggests, should only apply to foods 
sold while still warm.

FIRST STEAMER FOR THE 

BELFAST ROUTE, 

The Duke of Lancaster, the first of three 
fast cross-Charnel steamers which are to 
maintain a night service between Heysham 
and Belfast for the London, Midland and 
Scottish Railway next summer, was 
launched yesterday from Messrs. Denny's 
yard at Dumbarton.

“I have deliberately refrained from any 
public reference to the controversy which 
has attracted so much attention during the 
past few weeks,” said the Bishop of Ely 
at the Diocesan Conference at Ely yester- 
day. 

“You know that I share and sympathise 
with the pain and distress which have 
been caused by certain utterances on. the 
subject of Holy Communion, and I need 
hardly assure you that I could not approve 
either of the language or the occasion of 
the protest in St. Paul’s Cathedral. Still 
less do I approve of invitations being sent 
to the clergy of this diocese to read the 
protest to their people and preach 
about it. 

“ For the rest, .I consider that the Arch- 
bishop's published letter on the subject is 
a complete answer to the points raised, 
and renders it unnecessary for individual] 
bishops to make detailed pronouncements. 
I cannot think that the public discussion 
is profitable of such words as ' presence,’ 
‘objective,’ ‘substance,’ in connection with 
the sacrament of the Lord's Supper, the 
real meaning of which is only apprehended 
by faith and experience. We have, besides 
Our Lord’s own words, the prayer of 
humble access and the teaching of the 
Catechism. Can the mystery be more 
fully defined than in those words?”

LORD GREENWAY’'S PLAN. 

Lord Greenway, who for a long period 
was Chairman of the Anglo-Persian Oil 
Company, speaking last night at a 
dinner in London, put forward a solution 
of the British coal problem. 

“The remedy that I as a business man 
would recommend, and the one which I 
think would be the solution of the whole 
problem of the present difficulties of the 
coal industry js district trustification of 
the industry, either by means of trusts 
formed to take over the whole conduct 
of the industry from the point of view of 
production to delivery to the consumer in 
each producing district, or by the forma- 
tion of selling or distributing agencies for 
each district,” he said. 


MARKETING PROBLEM. 

“These agencies would undertake the 
marketing, as far as possible, through dis- 
tributing dépóts of the whole of the coal 
produced in each district. The former 
scheme, of course, would: be preferable, 
but it would be difficult to get the neces- 
sary unanimity among the coal-owners. 

“However, I cannot conceive any sane 
coal-owner refusing to fall in with the 
latter scheme, and it would undoubtedly 
gain the heartiest approval of the miners 
themselves. 


ELIMINATE THE MIDDLEMAN. 

‘The great bane of the coal industry 
at the present time is the enormous dis- 
parity which exists between the price re- 
ceived by owners at the pit mouth and 
that paid by the consumer. Such a combi- 
nation as I suggest for the marketing of 
the coal produced in any one district 
by a central selling agency would, with 
proper organisation, ensure that the whole 
of the coal produced in any one district 
would, as far as economically practicable, 
be sold within its own area of consump- 
tion, thus securing the maximum advan- 
tage to the owner and to the consumer. 

“The eradication, to a large extent, of 
the profits of middlemen, the maximum 
of economy in transportation, and that 
the competition which would result 
between one producing district and 
another, would effectively safeguard the 
consumer against exploitation.’’ 


NORTHERN PARLIAMENT 
HOUSE. 
NO DATE FIXED FOR ITS 
COMPLETION. 


In the Northern House of Commons yester- 
day, Mr. Thomas Henderson (Independent 
Unionist) asked the Minister of Finance 
whether he could state the approximate date 
of the completion of the building of the new 
Parliament House at Stormont. 

The Minister said that a contract for the 
super-structure of the building had now been 
advertised. The Imperial Office of Works, 
who were the responsible authorities, had 
adopted special measures to avoid any 
suspension of the works at present beiug 
carried on, and were prepared to prosecute 
with all possible expedition the work yet to 
be completed, and to place no obstacle in the 
way of the successful contractor as regards 
its acceleration. In an undertaking of this 
magnitude it would be unwise to indulge in 
any forecast of definite, or even approximate, 
dates. The Government had lost no oppor- 
tunity of stressing the importance of the new 
Parliament House being available at the 
earliest possible moment.

The welding of the whole Press of Italy 
into a group, frankly and officially sup- 
ported by a Government subsidy, so that 
the policy of the entire Press would be 
the Government policy, is the suggestion 
made in /l Tevere, an ultra-Fascist news- 
paper, as a fundamental principle in the 
programme for the reorganisation of the 
Italian Press. 

Ii Tevere, which is frequently accurate 
in foreshadowing the moves of Fascist 
politics, argues that this would constitute 
a new variety of liberty of the Press, 
since, if all the papers were subsidised by 
the Government, drawing their support 
therefrom, they would not want to quarrel 
with their own interests, and the Govern- 
ment would be able to leave them entirely 
free.

From ‘‘Tue Times’? CorRESPONDENTS. 
PARIS, Tuesday. 

At the Quai d'Orsay to-day, M. Briand 
received M. Loudon, the Netherlands 
Minister in Paris, and conferred with him 
on the subject of the coming meeting of 
the Preparatory Commission for the 
Disarmament Conference, of which M. 
Loudon is President. No special announce- 
ment has been made with regard to the 
French delegation, but it is generally 
assumed that it will be headed by M. 
Paul Boncour. 

The coming meeting of the Commission 
has given rise to a considerable volume of 
discussion. The French attitude towards 
disarmament of course, well known, 
and the close association between M. Paul 
Boncour and M. Briand-is a guarantee for 
continuity of policy at Geneva. Two 
factors, however, are regarded as indicat- 
ing the probability that the Conference, 
the business of which is to draw up a pro- 
gramme on security and arbitration, will 
not be a formality, as was expected when 
it was first announced. The first of these 
is the presence of the Soviet delegation. 
The news that the Sovict Government had 
declared its intention to take part in the 
proceedings was received with suspicion 
here when it was announced, and the sub- 
sequent statements made by M. Litvinoff, 
which have been given the fullest pub- 
licity, have done nothing to allay it. It 
is not considered a good beginning that

THE CELTIC FRINGE. 
~—— -—— > --- — 
LECTURE BY MR. T. H. MASON. 


“The Celtic Fringe’ was the title of a 
lecture delivered at Rathgar Presbyterian 
Recreation Hall last night by Mr. T. H. 
Mason. The Rev. J. J. 
and there was a good attendance. The 
lecture was illustrated by means of lantern 
slides. 

Mr. Mason dealt with the origin of the 
Celts, and said that they came from the East, 
from the Darube direction. He showed 
examples of the memorials left by these 
invaders, ‘ncluding royal burial places, such 
as Newgrange, described visits to the islands 
off the Western coast—the Arran Islands, 
Innishmurry (Sligo) and the _ Skelligs 
(Kerry), and the Pagan and early Christian 
antiquities of each. Mr. Mason said that 
during a recent visit to Innishmurry he was 
able to pick up a lot of folklore, tales dealing 
with the rights and properties of the 
antiquities of the islands. He dealt par 
ticularly with the “cursing stones,” and 
showed a photograph of a sixth century 
native Trish Turkish bath, which is still to 
be seen in Innishmurry. He concluded his 
lecture by showing some slides of the Abbey 
of Fore (Co. Westmeath), where St. Fechin 
had an early Christian monastery’ with 
hundreds of pupils.

COUNTY CLARE LANDS. 


CLAIM BY NATIONAL BANK. 
(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE MEREDITH.) 

A case was heard in which the National 
Bank, Ltd., were plaintiffs, and Louisa M. 
Kenny, 6 Lower Merrion street, Dublin, and 
James Kenny, Raheen, Co. Clare, defendants. 

The plaintiffs sought a declaration that 
they were entitled to a good and valid charge, 
aes Ah an indenture of April 13, 1900, between 
Charlotte Kenny, of Arran View, Co, Clare, 
deceased, and the plaintiffs for moneys dite 
to them amounting to £600 for principal and 
£638 for interest, on the lands of Raheen, 
Co, Clare, called Arran View, containing 20 
acres and 6 perches, and dwelling-house, and 
also a part of the lands of Fintramore, Co. 
Clare, containing 24 acres ó roods and 5 
perches, formerly held by Charlotte Kenny, 
deceased, as a yearly tenant, and now held 
by the. defendant Louisa Kenny as her 
executrix, in fee-simple, subject to Land Com- 
mission annuities, 

A SALVAGE CLAIM. 

They also sought an account and a declara- 
tion that they are entitled to a salvage claim 
for moneys paid to the Land Commission by 
them, and also for a sale of the lands to 
realise their charge, and for a receiver; also 
that the défendant James Kenny be ordered 
to deliver up possession and be restrained 
from entering upon the lands. 

The defendant Louisa Kenny, executrix of 
Charlotte Kenny, admitted the principal 
allegations of the plaintiffs in their statement 
of claim, and pleaded that she had used her 
best efforts and incurred persanal risk and 
expense to assist the plaintiffs. She had 
brought an action against the defendant James 
Kenny to recover possession of the lands in 
question, which, she said, he had wrongfully 
entered into possession of, and obtained judg- 
ment, against him in July, 1917, from Mr. 
Justice Barton, and also contested success- 
fully an appeal against the judgment brought 
by James Kenny. 

BOYCOTTED. 

She also made every effort to have the 
judgment executed and to get possession of 
the lands, but they had ever since been boy- 
cotted. She had received threatening letters, 
and was unable to do any more than she had 
done. She had no longer any funds belonging 
to the deceased, Charlotte Kenny, to enable 
her to pursue the matter, and she submitted 
to the order of the Court. 

The defendant James Kenny denied that 
the plaintifis advaneed any money to 
Charlotte Kenny or that she owed them any 
money. He said that Charlotte Kenny never 
had any beneficial interests in the lands in 
question, and that they became his property 
on the death of his father, Michael Kenny, 
as heir-at-law. I 

He also said that Lomsa Kennv and John 
O'Mahony, of Miltown Malbay. received a sum 
of £850 out of the assets of Charlotte Kenny 
for which neither they nor the plaintiffs ever 
accounted. 

A HAT PRODUCED. 

The defendant, James Kenny, appeared in 
person, and it Was a main part ot his case 
that his late father was not competent te 
make a will, or to dispose of the lands, as 
he was suffering from mental trouble. 

The support of this suggestion that de- 
fendant produced from a parcel a very large 
brown hat, which, he said, had been worn 
by his late father, showing that he had an 
abnormally sized head. 

Having heard all the parties, 

Mr. Justice Meredith said that the de- 
fendant, James Kenny, had set up the de 
fence that.the mortgage was invalid, and 
that iss Kenny had no fights to the lands 
at all, he being entitled as heir-at-law. He 
also said that his father was not able to 
make a will owing to his mental condition 
before his death, The Mefendant. James 
Kenny, thought that the £850 had been paid 
to Miss Kenny, and that she should have 
paid off the mortgage out of this money, but 
that was not the law.

The hearing was resumed of the appeal 
brought! by the defendant in the case of 
.,ances Warnock, 20 Nelson street, Dublin, 
against Kathleen Maguire, 15 Windsor ter- 
race, Fairview Strand, Dublin, from the 
judgment of Special Commissioners Lynch 
K.C., and Fitzgerald, K.C., awarding the 
plaintiff £100 damages, with costs, for per- 
sonal injuries sustained by her through the 
alleged negligence of the defendant 
in having the metal cover or lid 
of a coal cellar at No 1 Nelson street, 
of which the defendant is the owner, In a 
defective condition. It came before the Com- 
missioners on appeal from a decision of 
Circuit Judge Pigot dismissing the plaintiff's 
action for, damages on the ground that, on 
the evidence, the defendant was not liable 
for the accident. 

In support of the appeal it was contended 
that the defendant and appellant was not 
liable, because she had net got notice of the 
defective condition of the cover, though she 
was bound, under a covenant with the 
occupier of No. 1 Nelson street, her tenant, 
to keep the outside of the premises in repair. 

For the respondent and plaintiff it was 
submitted that, while the appellant had got 
ample notice of the defective condition of the 
cover, this was not a case of notice at all, 
but a question of fact, 

QUESTION OF LIABILITY. 

Several cases were cited on both sides 
bearing upon the questions involved, including 
the respective lability of the occupying 
tenant and the landlord as between them 
selves, and with regard to the outside public, 
few of them, apparently, if any, being 
exactly similar to this case. 

Mr. Moloney, K.C., and Mr. Ignatius Kelly

SUGAR COMPANY’S APPEAL. 


(BEFORE THE CHIEF JUSTICE, MR. JUSTICE 
FITZGIBBON, AND MR. JUSTICE 
MURNAGHAN.) 

The defendants in the case of Margaret 
Flynn v, the Irish Sugar. Manufacturing Co., 
Lid., appealed from the verdict and judg- 
ment obtained by the plaintiff for £1,600

caised by the negligence, wrongful acti ot 
defanit of the defendants with respect to 
the defective and insecure condition of the 
rait, which, it was stated, was properly 
equipped for the purpose for which it was 
used at the time 

lhe deceased man, it appeared, was the sole 
support of his wife and family, and was mm 
receipt of £2 12s. wages a week from the 
defendants as a labourer and earning about 
Ss. a week in spare time as a general handy 
man, 


THE DEFENCE. 

The defewce was a-veneral traverse of the 
cause of action, a denial of negligence, and a 
plea Ol contributory negligence on the part of 
the deceased man. The defendants also 
pleaded that the deceased man had been 
working the raft with fellow-servants in the 
common employment of the defendants at the 
time. 

The yury found that the defendants were 


guilty of negligence and want of care in the 


transporting their workmen across the river 
in all states of the. current; that the drown- 
ing of the deceased man was caused wholly 
or in part by reason of such negligence and 
want of care; that the raft was defective 
and unsafe for crossing the river on Feb 
ruary 2 last; that it was defective and un 
safe to the knowledge of the defendants, and 
that the defendants did not take reasonable 
and proper precautions for the supervision 
or inspection of the raft or its use in the 
river at all times. 

They also found that there was no negli- 
gence on the part of the deceased man. and 
the other men working with him, and that 
the drowning was caused by the risk of the 
employment, known to the deceased man, and 
voluntarily accepted and encountered by him, 

Mr. Battersby, K.C.; Mr. Dockrell, K.C., 
and Mr. Sainsbury (instructed by Mr. M. 
Good, LL.D.) appeared for the appellants and 
defendants; and Mr. Geoghegan, K.C.: Mr.

TRADE TO TAKE ACTION OF A 

“ NATIONAL ” CHARACTER. 

At the weekly meeting yesterday of the 
Committee of the Licensed Grocers and 
Vintners’. Protection Association of Ireland. 
the Secretary submitted correspondence from 
traders, brewers. distillers. barley-growers, 
deputies and others in connection with the 
recent national trade meeting. A lengthened 
discussion took place on suggestions con- 
tained in these Jetters, and further action of 
a national character was decided upon. 

The Chairman, Mr. J. W. Ryan, said he 
thought they had reason to congratulate 
themselves upon the general representative 
and influential character of that great meet 
ing of all the allied interests, held on the 
previous Thursday, and he felt that the deter- 
mination to secure relief in the duties on 
beer and spirits which was given expression 
to at that meeting would not fail, no matter 
what temperance people might say. The 
protection of the bréwing and distilling inte 
rests in Ireland was a national question, and 
he was confident that, with very few excep 
tions, the Press of the country would unite 
in a demand for relief in the taxation: which 
was killing those industries. Since that 
meeting it had been stated in other places 
that they in the licensed trade urged, as an 
argument in favour of relief, the fact that 
there would be an increase in consumption. 
They did use that as an argument; but what 
was meant was, that the present price to 
the consumer, caused by the high taxation. 
ncessarily meant prohibition for quite a 
large section of the neople of this country, 
whose health and efficiency might be im- 
proved by a moderate consumption of sound 
beer and spirits. 

In connection with the election of the com 
mittee for 1928, it was decided that the 
nomination system should be adhered to.

DISCOVERY OF A PARASITE. 
The discovery of a parasite which may 
result in the stamping out of the liver tluke 
interesting papel bv 


was the subject of an 
Messrs. J. Bayley Butler and J. J. C. Buckley, 
which was read at a scientific meeting of the 
Roval Dublin Society vesterday. The paper 
described ‘‘ Catenaria Anguillule as a parasite 
of the ova of Fascrola Le patica,”’ or eggs ot 
the liver fluke. This parasite attacks the 
eggs of the liver fluke and causes a condition 
in whit h the ev¢ys € ther die oi fail Lo develop. 
The parasite belongs to a rare group ol tung, 
but has not been recorded very freely previous 
to the present date. It has been known in 
the past as a parasite of eelworms and some 
of the lower algae, but if has not been 
previously recorded a a parasite ol flukes 
The fungus grows rapidly on both the living 
and dead eggs of fluke, and experiments are 
In progress to trv a eulture ot the parasite on 
artificial media with a view to testing if 
under field conditions 

Dr. FE. H. Peole communicated some com 
ments by Mr. E. B. Forbes on a paper by 
Professor James Wilson on: “' The Maintenance 
Requirements of Cattle on Different Rations 
and at Different Rates of Production, with a
